> It is time the QRP community grew up and started to look more carefully 
> at better radios! 


Bruce, your remark troubles me. If it came from someone who I might 
believe wasn't really paying attention, I'd probably dismiss it as a 
misinformed remark by someone unaware of recent trends. But you, I am 
sure, are well aware that QRP gear such as the K2, K1, and FT-817 have 
made a very big splash lately. I'm sure you're also aware that many 
hams work QRP with mainstream commercial gear which they crank down to 

5 watts or less. Given that you are aware of these aspects of the big 
picture, I have to wonder... are you trying to say that pursuing amateur 
radio with very simple gear is not a legitimate exercise--that we xallx 
must use "better" radios? 


If so, I must passionately disagree. 


Diversity is one of amateur radio's important strengths. There is a 
place, and a need, for money-is-no-object high performance stations 
employing everything from late model computers, through full-featured 
multi-mode transceivers out to mono-band beams at 100 feet and higher, 
on every ham band from DC to daylight. (I drool over the prospect, 

as I'm sure many others do.) There is also a place, and a need, for 
extremely basic stations where joy is taken in communicating with the 
best dipole that can be put up (even if that's in a cluttered attic), 
and single-circuit gear on a breadboard. There is a place, and a need, 
for everything in between, and all the various combinations. 


To whatever extent your point is that there is much to be gained from 


using more sophisticated gear, I am in complete agreement. But to 


whatever extent your point is that there's something inadequate about 


choosing to operate with gear which is at the other extreme, I couldn't 
disagree more. 


Amateur radio was founded on the tradition of building simple gear 


by hand. It's true that this is a modern world where no one but hams 
and other experimenter hobbyists do that anymore. It's clearly true 
that amateur radio's future depends on having among us those who have 
mastered modern technology in its most elaborate glory, and who are

willing and able to bring whatever portion of it will fit into the 
amateur radio realm. I'm sure we can all agree that it would be best 
if we have among us innovators who continue the tradition of giving the 
world inventions and ideas that were born in the amateur radio realm. 
But I hope we all also agree that the amateur radio realm is the place 
to preserve the technologies and traditions which are our roots. 


Many of us remember when novices were required to use crystal control. 

In part, this requirement was in response to an expectation that the 
novice would likely build his/her own station. Requiring crystal control 
was a way to increase the odds of the beginner's station having sufficient 
accuracy and stability. It was a recognition of the fact that keeping 

it simple and basic can help increase the odds of success, especially 

for those less experienced. The same is true today. Starting out with 
kits or projects based on basic, simple circuits helps us master what 
we're trying to accomplish, both in terms of results, and learning. 


It is true that today, we have available kits which capable beginners, or 
certainly those with a modicum of experience under their belt, can build, 
which will provide them, when completed, with a sophisticated fairly 

high performance transceiver. The same was true some decades ago, too. 
The reasons why not everyone would choose that route, if they wish to 
build their own, are as valid now as they were then. 


Among the better reasons is the desire to build equipment as a way to 
learn about it. How many people who build a K2 really understand the 
role of each and every component they solder in? I can assure you that 
a much higher percentage of those who build a very simple kit or build 
their own simple gear from scratch know exactly what each component is 
doing. Many hams take extreme personal satisfaction with what they've 
learned from what they've built (and operated) with their own two hands. 
Many of those start out simple, and go on to understand and build 
increasingly sophisticated gear. Many others never advance much beyond 
their basic, simple beginnings--but let us please remember that many of 
those nevertheless still have learned more about how things work than a 
lot of hams who own and operate very sophisticated equipment which cost 
them thousands. There is something noble about the tradition of building, 
and truly understanding, the gear which comprises one's amateur station. 


Making amateur radio gear inexpensively is another good reason to prefer 
basic, simple equipment. We have in our ranks many hams who have trouble 
respecting anyone who can't afford a few thousand, or at least a few 
hundred, dollars for a nice station. Meanwhile, even in a great nation 
like the US, we have millions and millions of people, many of them fine, 
upstanding citizens, who don't happen to make a comfortable living. 

I think everyone's come to realize that minimum wage isn't enough to 
support a family anymore. Even with two minimum wage jobs, a family with 
kids still probably wouldn't have the sort of income that would leave

much for hobbies, and the same goes for millions of other Americans, 

and billions worldwide. The bottom line is that many people can consider 
participation in amateur radio only if it can be done with a bare minimum 
of expense. Building (or buying) equipment so simple and basic we might 
even call it "primitive" is certainly a way to do just that. 


By its purest definition, QRP refers to the use of low power, and 
nothing else. However, the world isn't usually that simple, and the 
world of QRP is no exception. To many, QRP is about minimalism with 
respect to much more than just power. It can be about minimizing size, 
weight and power consumption for those who are interested in portable 
operation. These advantages might also appeal to others with their 
own reasons--such as environmentalists who are always on the lookout 
for ways to minimize power consumption, or someone with little room 
for a station who'd find a transceiver in an Altoids box appealing. 
For many, QRP is about minimalism with respect to circuit complexity. 
For them, QRP is appealing because basic, simple gear which, among its 
other minimalist qualities, also puts out low power, is nevertheless 
sufficient for real amateur radio communications. 


As far as I'm concerned, everyone with an interest in low power radio 
communication is welcome in the QRP world. As far as I'm concerned, 
those who, for whatever their personal reasons might be, prefer the basic, 
simple gear which represents the minimum necessary for real amateur radio 
communications need not feel compelled to abandon their preferences in 
favor of more sophisticated gear in order to remain welcome. If they 
wish to reap the rewards associated with using more sophisticated gear 
(even if it means only a basic, simple upgrade to their existing basic, 
simple gear), that's great, and I hope they enjoy it. On the other hand, 
for those who for whatever their personal reasons might be choose to 
stick forever with the most basic, simple gear with which it is possible 
to achieve real amateur radio communications, I hope they will enjoy 
doing just that. 


I hope that we'll all do our best to accept each other's personal choices 
about how to enjoy QRP, and work together to help keep the amateur radio 
hobby one in which people with a wide variety of interests can enjoy 

them to the fullest.

Paul, the reason so many of us urged improving the rigs is actually 
that a couple of the vehement complainers against "RTTY QRM" 

plainly stated that they were using 1) an HW-8 or 2) crystal control 
for 7.040. Neither of these is up to the standards you suggest, 
obviously. I have personally worked quite a few contests with an 
HW-8 and can attest to this. Sure, it would be much easier with a 

K2 or some other state of the art rig. 


Anyone who wants to go at a contest as a competitor (i.e., after a 
high score, award, or whatever) simply MUST use the best 

possible equipment and antenna. However, many of us work a 

contest for other reasons. I like seeing my call listed in the results, 
even if it is near the bottom. I also use contests in order to take 
advantage of the much higher activity levels and the willingness of 
some ops to try a little harder (presumably to raise their own 

scores) so that I can collect new countries, zones, or whatever. 

And yes, most contesters that I've asked to QSL have done so. 


I work RTTY contests myself occasionally, usually at near-QRP 

levels (10-15 watts) and without a beam. But I do use the narrowest 
filter I have (500 Hz) and it is certainly possible that I could be in 
the passband of many QRP rigs without being able to hear them at 

all. No, of course I (or most RTTY ops) would not deliberately QRM 
anyone. That accusation is made too often, when in fact the person 
complaining was using a very broad receiver. 


Crystal control (or an HW-8, or an old tube rig of any kind) is 


perfectly OK if that's the challenge you choose for yourself. I think 
those things are great fun myself. But I don't expect to be able to 
compete in a contest environment with them (unless the contest 
itself, like the RTTY "Green Keys Night", is deliberately slanted to 
favor these old fashioned rigs.)

No doubt there are few novices left by now. But those are all good 
and underutilized frequencies, and 7.110 should be an obvious 
choice when 7.040 is overcrowded. 


SWBC QRM is heavy in the novice portion of 40 m., yes, but 

mostly in the evening hours. It is often greatly reduced by 2200 
local time or so, and there is very little in the morning or early 
afternoon. It is also easier to dodge the SWBC than it is to get 
around RTTY or high powered CW. 


With respect to the CQWW RTTY scheduling, it was the 23-24 of 
September last year, which would have been the last full weekend 
of September just as this year.

By its purest definition, QRP refers to the use of low power, and 
nothing else. However, the world isn't usually that simple, and the 
world of QRP is no exception. To many, QRP is about minimalism with 
respect to much more than just power. It can be about minimizing size, 
weight and power consumption for those who are interested in portable 
operation. These advantages might also appeal to others with their 
own reasons--such as environmentalists who are always on the lookout 
for ways to minimize power consumption, or someone with little room 
for a station who'd find a transceiver in an Altoids box appealing.

On the other hand, 
for those who for whatever their personal reasons might be choose to 
stick forever with the most basic, simple gear with which it is possible 
to achieve real amateur radio communications, I hope they will enjoy 
doing just that. 


I hope that we'll all do our best to accept each other's personal choices

When I throw 
out any and all of the negative things, I see LOTS of ways to do it!

For several years I operated as a novice on 40m, both rock-steady and 
vfo-ish. I still like to cruise about the novice bands for a qso, a 
dingy among the SWB supertankers. There are almost always "holes" 
between the big guns, and when the noise is down there's a remarkable 
amount of activity discernable from 7.100-7.120. Around 2300 tonight I 
checked some of the usual spots: 7.110 was open, as was 7.112. 7.122 to 
.125 was BC'd, as was 7.105, but I heard a faint "cq" around 7.107 from 
KD5I and had a pleasant qso before breaking away to join the NE QRP ssb 
net at 2330. 


Checking back thru my log, most of my 40m qso's were 7.105 to 7.120. 
7.145-.150 can also be a handy spot. 


Ok, its not waving sticks over the head, but going up against a sloppy 
BCr that's pumping 50kw over a wide range can't be much less of a 
challenge than fighting with RTTY sigs. When the going is tough around 
the 7.040 watering hole, try moving up into the novice bands. If enough 
of us keep doing it, we'll doubtless run into each other.

It seems to me that the major CW contests are a great time to use 
minimalist rigs or very low power. There will be times when the pileups 
overwhelm such an effort, but often the serious contesters have their big 
antennas turned our way and are looking for every contact possible. It's a 
great way to work on DXCC or WAS. I have done just that with my 
microMountaineers, MiniPIG, and my rigs based on the miniR2 or Progressive 


receiver. 


Admittedly, it has been quite a challenge to operate a "rock bound" rig 
during those times, but I have been able to work some QSOs. For my crystal 
controlled microMountaineers, I use several crystals and a socket to 
improve the odds.

Having done a fair amount of expermentation with mag loops and 


autotransformer couplers, I suspect that you should look at the ratio on the 
coupler as this seems to make a difference. The bad news is that I have 


found that you can get it good at 40M and it will be bad on 15M. 


I also seem to recall reading somewhere that a frequency range of about 2 to 
1 is the recommended by the experts, which may explain why you are getting 
the problems.

Well, in multiple winding implementations it would affect phasing if 
one winding was reversed and not the other. 


But otherwise it's a 'physical' issue. If you stand a toroid on it's 
edge, the wires will come off to go to the board at opposite 

corners of a ‘box' that's essentially the shadow of the toroid. If 
you wind it backwards, the wires will now come off at the other 

two corners of the ‘box’. 


This would mean the 'leads' would have to be much longer to 

reach around ‘under' the toroid to attach to the same spots on 

the PCB, and the toroid would then have a LOT of 'slack' to the 
board and could be a problem. Hmm, I suppose it ‘could' be an 

issue if the implementation was a really low number of turns, like 
just one or two, but with larger number of turns I don't think there 
would be any major ‘electrical’ issues. 


Or the toroid would be ‘rotated’ 90 degrees on the board to fit, 
which may mean other physical clearance considerations.

I also seem to recall reading somewhere that a frequency range of about 2 to 
1 is the recommended by the experts, which may explain why you are getting 
the problems.

>It worked fine as a 4:1 balun but not at all as a 1:1 balun. Anyone know

Are you absolutely sure it is a -75 mix ferrite toroid? 


Voltage baluns need far less permeability in the core to function than 
current baluns. Typical voltage baluns are built ona -2, -1 or -6 core. 
These cores do not have sufficient permeability to function as current 
baluns. You need a ferrite material or a couple of hundred turns. 


If it is a -75 mix, 9 turns may be too many. What sort of frequency range 
are you designing this balun for, and how did you determine the balun 
"didn't work"?

I am planning to build a remote antenna switch but I am not sure what to use 
for relays, or even what I should be looking for in a relay. Mechanical and 
power related specs are no problem but how does one choose a relay that will 
not create an impedance bump in the line? Coaxial relays are too expensive 
so I will need to use a general purpose relay not intended for this 
application. It will not be used at frequencies above HF. 


Searching the web and my bookshelf turns up a few examples where people used 
"ice cube" type relays and modified them to eliminate the armature wires and 
keep RF away from the relay coil. I don't imagine the commercially available 
remote switches are built with modified relays however. Any thoughts are 
appreciated.

Fellow QRPers, 

Would you help me? I've tried the SWL newsgroup a year ago, and no one 

had a clue. 

I have an old Realistic solid state Shortwave Receiver, a DX-150 (no "A" 
suffix). It is a hot receiver on the shortwave bands, with just a short 
length of wire , but I'm really disappointed with the AM BC band reception. 


It turns deaf on the lower half of the AM band, but rapidly picks up 
from about 1MHz to 1.6MHz on the same tuning scale. For the AM band 
only, it uses a built-in ferrite bar, but on the other bands it uses 
shielded slug tunable coils. The tuning capacitor (multiple gangs) is 
shared for all the bands (AM & SW bands). There is a local station on 
590 KHz that is s9 plus that comes in on my crystal set with no 


problem!!, which it can hardly pick up at 590KHz, and yet at 1300KHz or 
so, I can pull in AM stations from Mexico. 


The ganged capacitor tunes a passive RF stage in addition to active RF 
and heterodyne oscillator. 

One of the gangs tunes the RF, using the loop stick. There's a coupling 
winding that is supposed to transfer signal from the external wire to 
the ferrite, but it actually makes the signal weaker when hooked to an 8 
ft long wire on the antenna "A1" connector, and the A2 jumpered to 
ground. better reception happens when I unjumper the A2 and disconnect 
the random wire from A1. 


I'm thinking that either the loop inductance of the ferrite is off, and 
therefore out of resonance at the lower AM frequency range, or the 
ferrite material changes permeability rapidly below 1MHz? or the span of 
the variable tuning cap does not cover/track the entire tuning range 
intended by the inductance of the ferrite. I cannot see any "padder" 
caps like I remember being used in other am radio designs to bound the 
range & tracking of the cap. The reason I suspect the ferrite is because 
I also own a DX-160 which has very similar circuitry (albeit FET) but 
the ferrite bar antenna looks same & is the same & the sensitivity is 
GREAT, in the same location, same orientation. (but has an additional 
winding for LW-below AM band) 


I was gonna use my grid dip & see what it resonates to, but it only goes 
down to 1.6 MHz. 

I also sent away to Radio shack for the schematic, but all they could 
find was the schematic/service manual for the DX-150A (where they 
switched over to FETs for the frontend & mixer). My radio is the 
predecessor and uses ONLY Bipolar transistors. 


Can any experienced folks advise a troubleshooting approach or provide 
clues? 

Would anyone out there scan me a schematic copy from the back page of 
their DX-150 user manual.?
